WASHINGTON - The Senate, 
moving to curb spcclal-lnterst in- 
fluence, voted Tuesday to limit 
money flowing from political action 
commlttes to concessional can* 
dldats, and to halt PAG contribu* 
tios to natlbnol partis. 


By a 69-30 vote, the Senate gave 
preliminary approval to legislation 
to rstflct now much cahdidats can 


accept from PACs and to lower the 
maximum amount a PAG can ^ve'lo 
House and Senate hopefuls. 

Then, in a 53*42 vote enginsied by 
Rsubllcan opponents of the can* 
dlaatc limits, the Senate added on 
amendment to ban PAG contribu* 
Uons to political partis — a step 
that would hdit Democrats more 
than Republicans, 

The < three major < Democratic 
committees collecting campaign 
funds get at least 35 percent of their 
contributions from PAGs, compared 
to less. than 5 percent PAG money 
going to their GOP counterparts, 
The Washington Post said In Tues- 
days editions. 

The GOP amendment, approved 
largely along party Itns, also would 
require the partis to begin reveal- 
ing the sourcs of scKuilled soft 
money, the largely unregulated con- 
tributions they get from buslnesss 
andlaborimlons. 

Tuesday's action ws the first 
time in a decade the Senate con- 
fronted the touchy Issue of PAG 
money head on, but the future of the 
effort was uncertain because there 
are less than five weeks left on the 
congressional calendar. ^

CHICAGO — President Reagan, 
awaiting a report from U.S. arms 
negotiators headed home from 
Moscow, said Tuesday night he Is op- 
tlmislic about chances for a suc- 
cessful autumn summit, partly 
because of difficulties facing the 
Kremlin leadership. 

Reagan, in the ballroom of the 
Hyatt Regency O'Hare HoW. met 
two press corps In a rare out-of- 
Wa^lngton news conference that 
brou^t forth questions on subjects 
ron^g from sanctions against 
Soum Africa to the Influence of 
political extremist Lyndon 
Louche. 

Asked about the victory of 
LaRouche followers during (he Q- 
Itnois Democratic primaries, Reagah 
ended a long day of Mldwpstem' 
politicking by suggesting playfully' 


that voters ml^l want to "play 11 
safe and vote Republican." 

Hts first tpicstlon dealt with the 
Just-condud<xl two days of high- 
level. Wghly secret arms talks and 
whether any progress was made. 

“I don’t have a reply yet," he said. 
He declined to spell out the arms 
proposals he had exchanged In cor- 
respondence’ with Soviet leader 
Mikhails. (}orbachev. 

A reporter asked whether the 
Soviets had responded to a U.S. offer 
to delay Reagan’s Strategic Defense 
Initiative. ‘Tm not going to discuss 
was in my letter and no one 
who has been guessing at 11 has 
• guessed right yct,^’ he responded. 

A^ked "ore you more or less op- 
timistic, sir, about the prospects for 
a summit in November?” Reagan 
said: - 

‘‘f‘*'Y«6, l am optimistic. And 1 m op- 
'timlsUc that we're going to make 
'^more progress than probably has 


been made In a number of years 
because of some of the problems 
that are concerning the General 
Secretaryblthlstime.” 

He did 'not elaborate, but Gor- 
bachev has been struggling with a 
faltering economy, and with the 
polillcol and environmental damage 
Inflicted by the nuclear reactor ac- 
cident at Chernobyl last May. 

On another issue, Reagan said vir- 
tually all black leaders In South 
Africa are opposed to U.S, economic 
sanctions against the government In 
Pretoria because they believe they 
would be disruptive to the region. 

Reagan was asked at what point 
he would be willing to go beyond 
‘■friertdly persuasion” In attempting 
to gel the white mlnorlly-ruled 
South African government to move 
away from its segregationist 
policies.

Hugo Romeu, 31, of 
Glenview, DL, had already been 
reduced one grade in rank during his 
IS months in the Army and been in- 
formed that he would not be allowed 
to re-enllsl when‘lUs'thre(j-year lour 
ended ta 1988. 

Details on Romeu's background 
began to emerge Tuesday as 
mUllary officials sought to verify 
.that Romeu was the same “Capt. 
Hugo Romeu Almeida” described by 
Radio Havana on Monday as having 
delected. 

Elaine Henrlon, an Army 
spokeswoman, said the tervlce had 
been unable to determine with cer- 
tainty that Romeu and Romeu 
Almdda were the same man, “but 
that may indeed be the case.! ’ 
"AcoOrding to the Army, Romeu 
dlswpeared’from his post as a medl- 
; cai umoratory specialist at an Army 
ho^ltal In Bad Cannstatt, West 
.Gennany, on July 3 and was 
(^assUied as a deserter eariler this 
iQodth: 

* ^^This Individual held no clearance 
i^^ad access to classified Informa- 
tion,” the Army said In a statement 
Toesday. "This Individual was 
rtnuced In grade from specialist four 
to] private first class earlier this 
ym.

The records alte Indicated he had 
completed a post-dxtoral course in 
clinical pathology at St. Joseph's 
Hospital In Milwaukee in June, 1983, 
and later trained In forensic science 
at the Cook County Medical Exam- 
iner’sSchooUn Chicago. 

Henrlon said the Army had not at- 
tempted to verify Romeu’s creden- 
tials because he did not seek to enter 
the service as a doctor. Earlier 
Tuesday, the Army had said it 
thought Romeu had been denied a 
commission as a dxtor. 

“We have now contacted the 
recruiter, and he Informs us that 
Romeu was asked If he wanted to 
seek a commission," the 
spokeswoman said. “Romeu was told 
that If he did, his background and 
credentials would have to. be check- 
ed. 

"He then told the recruiter that 
he was interested In entering the 
service Immediately and did not 
want to apply for a commission. If 
he had asked for a commission as a 
dxtor, all of his credentials would 
have b^n examined.” 

A spokesman (or the American 
Medical Association said Romeu 
graduated In 1980 with a medical 
degree from the University of Santo 
Domingo in the Dominican Republic. 

Romeu then successfully passed 
the U.S. exam administered by the 
Educational (^immlssion on Foreign 
Medical Graduates, said the 
Spokesman, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

Army records indicate Romeu was 
bom In Cuba but became a natural- 
ized U.S. citizen on Jan. 24, 1967. He 
Joined the Army on'April 17, 1985.

Imports should Increase 18 percent 
this year to 5.05 million barrels per 
day compared with 4.29 mUllon bar- 
rels tal985.lt said. 

However, next year should see on- 
ly a 4.2 percent Increase ta Imports 
to 5.26 million barrels per day, the 
forecast said. This slower rise wUl be 
partly the result of faUlng Imports of 
refined products even as crude Im- 
ports rise. 


The drop ta crude oil prices has 
reduced gasoline and distillate oil 
costs for U.S. refineries faster than 
it has for overseas refineries, the 
report said.

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C&rt proceedings 
must remain open 

Little things have a way of adding up. Take a little 
bit away from something often enough and eventual- 
ly there’^s nothing left. It’s that way with freedom. 

A case in point was offered this week when a local 
attorney fUra a motion to have a criminal court pro- 
ceeding which is normally open to the public closed. 
The Times-News, KMVT-Tv. and The North Side 
News have joined forces to fight the attempt. 

The reason for doing so is clear to those who are in 
the news business, but it may be less clear to the 
public. 

In this case, attorney Randy Stoker asked that a 
preliminary hearing be closed in a first-degree 
murder case. The purpose of the hearing is to deter- 
mine whether the prosecution has enough evidence to 
move the case to its next step — a trial. The case, 
involving a woman charged with shoothing her step- 
father, has already received a good deal of coverage 
in the local news media. The attorney thinks there 
has been.too much.and hopes to limit the amount of 
information immediately available to the public. 

Theoretically, anyone interested in the outcome of 
this particular case would have as much access to 
the court information as the news media has. Anyone 
can sit down in a courtroom or ask to see a transcript 
of the proceedings. Practically, few people have the 
time to do it. That’s why people read newspapers or 
tune in for TV or radio hews. It is our job to get the 
Information and pass it on to the public in easy-to- 
dlgest form, dlsspelling rumors and providing the 
proper background. 

Beyond that, the news media play 'a watchdog role, - 
making sure things such as the judicial system func- 
•tion the way they are designed to.

Americansare scientific lllltcrates.So con- 
cludes a recent study presented U> the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 

The study, conducted by John Miller of Nor- 
thern Illinois University, found that46 percent of 
ail Americans rciccl the theory of evolution. 43 
percent believe that UFO’s carry visitors from ' 
outer space, and 53 percent think that scientists 
arc dangerous because they know too much. 

Another recent report. Joliilly conducted by ' 
the University of Michigan and the University of 
Chlcago.'concludcs that American elemental 
school children trail well behind Uiclr Japanese 
and Chinese counterparis in academic achieve- 
ment scores. Again, the areas In wlilidi American 
sludcntsscoretheweakestareipath’i^ : 
science. - . /• 

While these findings arc appalling, they should- 
come as no surprise. The general "dumbing 
down" of our textbooks has become amojor 
obstacle to quality education. Coupled with a 
serious deterioration In science books over the 
past 25 years. It Isno wonder Americansare fall- 
ing so far behind In the international scientific - 
arena. . . , 

An example of the problem Is the current 
treatment of evolution Inourblology boohs. The 
teaching of evolution has long been a major 
target of attack by ultra-fundamentalist groups. 
They claim ihol because the theory of evolution 
contradicts their religious beliefs, the topic 
should either be banned from textbooks (and 
classroom discussion) or that equal time be 
given in science classes to the "creationist" view 
of how the world began. 

Kor years, the state of Texas — the largest 
bulk purciiascr of textbooks In thccountry — 
bent under heavy ‘•creationist'' pressure, man- 
dating '‘tcxU)ooKslhat treat the theory of 
evolution should Identify It as only one of several 
cxplanatlonsol the origins of humankind.” 

A study last year of the major biology texts

used nationwide proved just how effective years 
of pressuring textbook publishers to water 
•coverage of evolution has been. Written by two 
leading biologists. K concluded that half of the 
books reviewed didn’t cover evolution adequate- 
ly, and a sixth didn't even mention the word. 

The authors of the report also found that a 
growing number of textbooks In chemistry, 
physics and other sciences fall to explain what a 
theory is, what an experiment is, aind why 
sclen<% is O’ method of testing explanations of 
how the world works. There has also been a de- 
emphasis on lab work — an essential Ingredient 
in any science education. 

, . Thcpoorqualityofoursclcncetextbookscame 
under the national spotlight last year, when 
California school superintendent BID Honlg re- 
jected ihc entire array of 7th- and 8th-gradc 
atlencc books up for adoption in his slate. Why? 
Because they did such a poor Job of covering 
evolution and reproduction, among other topics. 

And iCsnot Just evolution that Is'taklng a 
beating In today's textbooks. For years, a vocal 
couple from Longview. Tex., Mel and Norma 
Gablcr. have claimed lhat all kinds of ex- 
perimenlallon and exploration should be 
discouraged. They think verifying facts In- 
d^ndcnlly ‘'couid lead to some very dangerous 
Information." They argue thot math Is an 
ideological problem, not an intellectual 
challenge. "When a sludcntrcads Ina math book 
that there arc no absolutes,'' claim the Gabicrs, 
"every value he's been taught is dtslroyed." 

Pro^ams that teach critical thinking have 
been attacked for fear that children might 
"question what they arc taught at home.” Ihe 


use of computers the wave of the future in 
technology — has also come under attack for 
ideological reasons. A vocal mlnoritv appears to 
' want students to become robots, not Duud them. 

The InDuence of those more concerned with 
ideological purity than quality education cannot 
be ignored, but the inadequacy of today’s science 
and math prop'ams cannot be fully explained by 
their effons. Unfortunately, theres a general 
trend in education now that discourages stu- 
dents from grappling with problems and analyz- 
ing complex situations. There’s a tendency to 
favor memorization over critical thinking. 

If this country is going to compete in the , 
highly technological arena of the2lst century. 

. we cannot allow the education of our youth to be 
left to those who fear challenge, independent . 
thinking, and scientific endeavors. 

It's not just a matter of giving our children the 
kind of education they deserve. It's a matter of 
survival. This year, for example, Japan, a coun- 
try half our size, will graduate twice as many 
science Ph.D.s as the United Stat^. As the 
study conducted by the Universities of Michigan 
and Chicago concluded, "if the United Statesis 
to remain competitive," these deficiencies need 
to be addressed. 

Concerned parents, educators and teachers 
have raised their voices over the statcof our 
science and math programs, but they cannot do 
it alone. People in business, on Wall Street, 
members of the defense establishment, and' 
those in the computer and aerospace Industries 
all have a great deal to gain with stronger, more 
challenging courses in math and the sciences — 
and much to lose if there isn’t dramatic im- 
provement, They must become part of the de- 
mand for excellence in education if the next 
g eneratlpn is to be scientifically literate.

One gold coin fell from the remains of the deBraak 
as It was raised from the Delaware Bay Monday 
ni^t, and salvors were optimistic that legends.of 
treasure on the ship would prove true.

"I think we stand a very good chance" of recoup- 
ing the Investment, said Kevin McCormick, Sub-Sal 
project mangager. 

Sub-Sal plans to scoop out the sediment from 
beneath the deBraak, where the bulk of the 
treasure, if any, Is expected to be found. The value of 
the treasure has been estimated at $S million to $500 
mlllloi). About 600 gold and silver coins have been 
recovered during the two-year salvage effort, as well 
as historical artlTacts. 

' McO}rmlck said revenue could also come from the 
sale of artifacts at auction or through creation of a 
revenue-generating museum.

-WASHINGTON (AP) - The

"Tnere's ' nothing moving, 
nothing changing that I know of," 
said Karen Stuck of the depart- 
ment's Food Safely and Inspec- 
tion Service. "Officially, all 1 can 
say Is that the comments are 
under review." 

Alter me proposal was an- 
nounced ^on Aug. 5, 1983, nearly 
5,600 public comments were 
received, a record number for the 
regulatory agency, Ms. Stuck 
said Monday. Dairy and cheese 
people were lined up In favor of It, 
while pizza and frozen food com- 
panies were opposed, 

The proposal would require 
frozen meat pizzas to contain at 
least 12, percent cheese, at least 
half of which would have to be 
natural cheese. Gurrent USDA 
rules define pizza as "a bread 
base meat food product with 
tomato sauce, cheese and meat 
topping" but do not define cheese 
or specify a minimum amount. 

The proposal — which would not 
affect the kind of pizzas sold by 
pizzerias and restaurants — also 
Includes new labeling require- 
ments to call consumer attention 
to the use of cheese substitutes. 

The USDA has regulatoi7 
Jurisdiction over processed food 
thot contains meal and poultry, 
while the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration enforces rules on 
other foods. Thus, If a frozen pizza 
contains sausage, the USDA Is in 


charge. If It's a plain cheese piz- 
za, the FDA Is the enforcer. 

Under FDA rules, plain cheese 
pizzas containing imitation 
cheese must be clearly lablclcd os 
such, The National. Milk Pro- 
ducers Federation, which repre- 
sents thousands of dairy farmers 
and their cooperatives, has lob- 
bied long ana hard for tougher 
federal rules on cheese in pizzas. 

Earlier this month, the federa- 
tion reported in Its newsletter 
that ^Iculture Secretary 
Richard E. Lyng had been urged 
again to seek a final pizza ruling. 

“In the' absence of revised 
standards, USDA continues to 
permit manufacturers of .frozen 
mcat-toppTO pizza to delude the 
consuming public,” the federa- 
tion said. "Consumer surveys 
prove that the people who buy 
and cat this product don't have 
the slightest Idea that their pizza 
Is full Bf something other than 
real cheese." 

The federation said Lyng had 
indicated on April 10 that a final 
decision would be made public In 
30 days. 

Pizza makers and frozen food 
people contend that the proposal 
would lead to hi^cr-cost pizzas 
(or consumers, Department of- 
ficials say the substitutes, which 
often Include Imported casein, a 
milk derivative, arc wholesome 
as well as less costly. 

A 1981 study prepared (or USDA 
by a private firm. Arthur D. Lit-, 
tic Inc., said that about half of 
the firms producing meat pizzas 
did not at Uic lime meet the pro- 
posed new cheese standard. 

The changeover would cost 
about $11 million, and the annual 
costs thereafter would go up 
about $5 million, the study show- 
ed. 

Only about one-cl^lh of the 
pizzas consumed In Uie United 
States are sold as frozen pizzas, 
the agency said In its proposal.

Dabbawallahs. speed hot lunches toBon^

BOMBAY, India - Every work* ' 
Ing day the 2.300 or so “dab* 
bawajlahs" of Bombay perform a 
minor miracle. . ’ 

From loving wives and momers 
In the suburbs these men collett 
100,000 hot, home^:ooked meals tn 
special lunch palls called “dab- 
bas," or liflln boxes. Then, blen- 
ding military discipline with an In- 
tricate system of relays and sym- 
bols, they deliver those meals to 
husbands and sons working In the 

city- ■ -• L 

No other city In the world has 
anything like this service. And ir, 
bustling Bombay, a businessmans 
city without a businessman’s 
lunch, grateful patrons have 
created loving legends about the 
dabbawallah’s dependability. 

The most famous of those In- 
volves a dabbawallah who, at the 
height of the monsoon season, was 
on a train headed for the city with 
hts lunches. As often happens,. the 
train stalled In the monsoon 
flooding and the dabbawallah, fear- 
^ ful that he might be late with his 
deliveries, left the train. He took 
with him, balanced on his head In 
what Is known as a tiffin rack, his 
consignment of tiffin boxes. In the 
street he was hit by a bus and kill- 
ed; 

Another dabbawallah, who 
witness^ the accident. Identified 
hts fallen colleague’s-roule-by the 
^ret symbols painted' on the tif- 
fin boxes. He snatched them up and 
delivered them - hot and on time, 
asusual. 

Thus the Bombay dabbawallah. 
like the mailman who Is stayed by 
neither snow nor rain nor heat. Is 
regarded as a paragon of re^nsl- 
blnly who rarely falls to complete 
his appointed rounds. 

The dabbas are collected every 
day at 10 a.m. from homes In most 
of the Bombay suburbs. The cylin- 
drical containers, about the size of 
the familiar American oatmeal 
package, arc • marked with a 
painted symbol, a kind of hiero- 
glyphic, that Identities -the home 
where It Is collected and the office 
. to which It is to be delivered. 

The dabbas are carried to the 
subuitap railway station oir'blcy-

cles equipped to carry 40 or more oi 
them. Outside the railway station 
the dabbas are sorted according to 
their next destination, usually 
either Victoria or Churchgate sta- 
tion in the city’s main Busing 
district; '.where more than 300,000 
commuters work. 

At the suburban station, each 
dabbawallah Is handed a rack load- 
ed with dabbas, and he rides with 
his cargo In the train’s baMage 
compartment. For thar privilege, 
he pays GO rupees a month, about 
$5. 

At the station in the city, there 
is a frenzy of activity as tiffin 
boxes arc sorted out. 'Ihen, whw 
their loads are finally arrang«^, 
the dabbawallahs race off Into the 


forest of’skyscrapers to make their t 
deliveries. . * 

The work Is hard. Each dab- 
bawallah must be able to cany a l 
150-pound tiffin rack balanced on t 
his head, and much of his work is ] 
done almost at a run. Often he Is 
required to climb many flints of I 
stairs, for the managers of some ( 
buildings forbid dabbawallahs to i 
use the elevator. j 

After lunch, the system Is turned I 
Inside out. The same dabbawallahs 
who delivered the tiffin boxes i 
retrieve «hem and return them to 
the station where they viaro 
resorted to begin their joorney 
back to the suburbs. , ,

The dabbawallah system was 
established In Bombay at the turn 
of the century, partly b^use 
city had grown so big that office 
workers could no longer get home 
easily for lunch. „ , . ... 

Other factors were religion and 
caste. More than any other Indian 
city, Bombay Is a melting pot of 
faiths and cultures,' and iMl 
causes problems at the dining 
table. According to Hindu caste 
rules, food must be prepared by 
members of one’s own caste or of a 
higher caste. A Hindu may not 
^arc his food with a Moslem, a 
Parsec, a Christian, a Jain, a Bud- 
dhist, a Jew Or a member of any of 
• the other faiths that make up 
Bombay's population of 8 million. 
Thus, members of the Hindu 
I Brahmin high caste are expec^ 
i to eat only food prepared by other 

> Brahmins.

Here Is a list of common on-the-Job 
nutrition don’ts, worked out by ex- 
perts Jo-Ann Hcslln and Annette B. 


• Don’t skip meal one. The first 
meal of the day does not have to be a 
traditional breakfast. Try tomato or 
orange Juice and a handful of 
peanuts with raisins or dried 
apricots, or an English muffin pizza, 
or even leftover mealloaf. 

• Don't be a nervous nosher. Keep 
a food record (or several days, 
noting what you eat and the mood 
you were in at the moment. Becom- 
ing aware of what causes nibbling 
can help you control It. a glass 
of water ncarby-to sip If you fed the 
urge to eat.

Kelly was drafted by the Bills 
on the first round in 1983, but 
chose to sign with the Houston 
Gamblers of the USFL.

ISU AthlelTc Director Tom Jewell 
said. 

While four athletic deportments of 
schools in the Big Sky Conference 
continue to test their athletes (or 
drugs, the remaining four, Including 
Idaho State, have encountered 
snags. 

The concern among ISU officials 
over the legal Issues of mandatory 
drug testing stems from the NCAA’s 
new drug-testing rule. 

In order to compete during the 
regular season, the rule which went 
Into effect Aug. 1 requires athletes 
to agree In writing to submit to a 
drug test before competing in an 
NCAA championship event. 

"1 don't think there's any question 
that the NCAA drug-testing policy 
will be tested In court,” Big Sky 
Conference Commissioner Ron 

Stephenson said. 

"There are lawyers for the NCAA 
who think the program Is legal and 
-some from the Civil Liberties Union 
who arc sure it Isn’t,” he said. 
"When that Issue is cleared up. I 
think a lot of schools will- move (to 
implement drug-testing pro- 

grams)." 

While a mandatory testing pro- 
gfam Is on the back burner, Jewell 
said "if we become aware of any 
conduct violations that involve our 
players, the situation will be handl- 
ed.” 

He added that ISU ofliclals arc not 
sure that a drug problem exists at 
the university. 

"Thousands of young athletes, 
men and women,' paniclpate in 
athletics who are not involved In 
drugs," Jewell said. “I never see 
their names in the headlines. Unfor- 



tunately, it seems that though bad 
dews Is big news.” 

When it revealed its mandatory, 
random drug-testing plan three 
years ago, Weber State College 
hurdled the legal roadblocks by re- 
quiring student-athletes to sign a 
waiver giving up the right to take 
the school to court. 

"We have had no problem with 
legal ramifications," Weber Stale 
Athletic Director Gary Crompton 
said. "Thai’s not to say we won I be 
in court someday, but we’re conll- 
dent and our lav^crs arc confident 
that the walvcrproteclsus.” 

Crompton said the program has - 
been very effective and he Is proud 
that only 5 percent of he random 
tests have come out positive. Thai 
number drops to V/z percent when 
the guilty players arc retested, he 
said. 

Besides Weber State. Boise Stale 
University, Northern Arizona Uni- 
versity and the University of 
Nevada-Reno have implemented 
drug-testing programs. ISU, the . 
University of Idaho, Montana Slate

Stephenson said the reason both 
Montana schools are saying no to 
testing Is a lack of funds. ' 

'Sinking out athletes for testing is 
tlie main concern over drug testing 
among University of Idaho officials,' 
he said.

According to the company produc- 
ing the synthetic hormone, it took 50 
human cadavers to keep one child 
supplied with the hormone for one 
year. That meant two things; the 
supply was extremely low, and the 
cost was extremely high, upward of 
$20,000 a year. 

However; to the spring of 1985, the 
natural hormone was token off the 
market when It was linked to four 
deaths from Creutifeldt-Jakob 
disease, an extremely rare brain In- 
fection. 

But the purity problem and the 
supply barriers may be lessened now 
that Genentech Inc. of South San 
Francisco has been allowed to 
market Its synthetic human-growth 
hormone, which has a trade name of 
Prolropln. 

Although the greater supply will 
mean a happier future for children 
with dwarfism, It also will increase 
the likelihood that the hormone will 
find Its way to athletes, through a 
doctor’s prescription or the black 
market.
